New Proof of a Startling Character

Some of the articles were identified by 
Mrs. M Gus Meeks’ mother. This was 
entirely new testimony, not touched upon 
at the former trial. 

Court opened at 8 o’clock this morning 
and the room was crowded with men and 
women, who sat in the sweltering heat and 
listened intently at the gegen: David 
Beacam and Rev. J. D. Jesse of Browning 
testified to seeing the Taylors making their 
flight on horseback from the town early 
on e morning after the Meeks murder.

Delay of the House of Delegates 
in Providing New Court Rooms. 


Circuit Judges Believe It Would Be 
Illegal to Hold Court Outside 
of the Court-House. 


— 


Serious complications have begun to arise 


gates to provide court rooms for the new 
circuit judges. The failure of the House to 
require Collector Ziegenhein to remove to 
the new City Hall is causing all the trouble. 
If temporary quarters are rented for the 
courts outside of the Court-house, it will 
put the city to enormous expense. The 
question of whetfler the courts can legally 
sit outside ot the Court-house is also in- 
volved. : 

The new City Hall has already cost over 
@ million dollars, and as it is nearly ready 
for occupancy, it should be utilized for the 
benefit of the taxpayers. On March last 
the Legislature passed an act creating two 
additional Circuit judges, and deemed it so 
urgent that by the required two-thirds vote 
an emergency clause was added requiring 
the act to go at once into effect. The 
Governor, as soon as he could, with due de- 
liberation, affirmed the two new judges, 
and they at once qualified and have ever 
since been discharging the duties of office 
as well as the circumstances surrounding 
them would permit. 

It was supposed that the Municipal As- 
sembly woull immediately provide the 
new court rooms. But until now, nearly 
August, the time has been dilly dallied away 
and nothing done. Immediately on the 
appointment of the new judges the Circuit 
Court in banc made such disposition of the 
dockets that a large number of cases that 
did not require to be tried by juries were 
assigned to the new judges, so that they 


could proceed to the trial of causes in such 
temporary small apartments as could be im- 
provised. The courts and litigants have 
made the best shift they could under these 
inconveniences, moving from one room to 
another in the court room where a vacant 
om tor the time being happened to be 
ound. 

It was hoped that by the beginning of the 
October term at least, suitable court rooms 
would be provided so that the regular bus- 
iness of the courts could go on. But, un- 
fortunately for the Bory the apartments 
in the Court-house that should be assigned 
to the new courts are now occupied by 
city officials, who are unwilling to de 
moved, and also seem to have such in- 
fluence with the members of the House of 
Delegates as to prevent their removal. 

A bill has passed the Council requiring 
the Collector and Assessor to move into 
the new City Hall, and appropriating the 
rooms now occupied by them in the Court- 
house to the new courts. Yesterday Col- 
lector Ziegenhein went before the Commit- 
tee of the House and urged them not to re- 
move him. Several.of the judges of the 
Circuit Court were also present and urged 
the passage of the Council bill. 

The proposition of those who favor leav- 
ing the Collector and others in the Court- 
house until the new City Hall is completed 
is that rooms for the courts can be rented 
outside of the Court-house, and that it

Besides, they showed that the system of 
transferring surplus jurors from one court- 
room to another, which could be done only 
when all the courts were in one building, 
resulted in a very great saving to the city 
in the item of jury fees. For example, it 
requies eighteen men for a panel from 
which a jury is to be drawn. It frequently 
happens that one or more of the eighteen 
are from some cause, disqualified for that 
case; then, of course, more jurors are 
needed. So that, from twenty to twenty- 
two jurors should be present whenever a 
jury is to be empanelled. But as soon as 
the jury of twelve is chosen, then the court 
has no further use for the surplus jurors 
until that trial is ended. But as soon as 
that trial is closed and that jury retire to 
the jury room to consider their verdict, the 
court is ready to call another jury trial, and 
for that purpose. will need from twenty to 
twenty-two more jurors.. But if the court 
has only twenty to twenty-two jurors in 
all ,when it has taken twelve out of that 
number there would not be enough jurors 
left out of which to select another jury, 
and the court would have to wait until a 
verdict was rendered in the one case before 
it could begin the trial of another. 

In order that the court can proceed with- 
out this delay it should have in regular at- 
tendance from thirty-five to forty jurors, 
provided each court kept its own independ- 
ent supply of jurors. But under the sys- 
tem that the circuit Judges have adopted, as 
soon as a jury of twelve is impaneled, the 
then surplus of six or eight or ten other 
jurors who are in attendance are trans- 
fe to another court-room where there 
is a call for a jury, and these added to the 
surplus jurors in that room or gathered in 
like manner from other rooms furnish the 
required quota from which that court may 
make up a ry, and thus, by combining 
their force of sugplus jurors in waiting, the 
courts can carry on their business with an 
average attendance of from twenty to 
twenty-two jurors in each court-room, a 
saving in the item of jury fees from $25 to 
$35 a day for each court, or from $125 to $175 
a day for the five courts. 

This is illustrated by the fact that last 

ear it cost about two-thirds as much for 
ury fees in the Criminal Court as in the 
five Circuit Courts. And doubtless when 
the two Criminal Courts are in operation 
in the same building, by a similar inter- 
change of jurors, it will result in the num- 
ber of jurors required for both courts 
being much less than twiee the number re- 
quired for one. 

Now if for the accommodation of Col- 
lector Ziegenhein the two new Circuit 
Courts are located elsewhere than in the 
Court-house, the city will have to pay 
urors to run both those courts 
independent of the other four courts, and 
— extra cost of jurors is estimated at from

AFRAID TO BE COUNTED. 


The Globe-Democrat is back-sliding. 
As a rule Mr. D. R. Francis can depend 
upon it implicitly to champion his cause, 
to exploit his schemes and to pummel his 
enemies. It has been for years the most 
consistent Francis organ in the State. 
Now its nose seems to be out of joint, 
possibly because Mr. Francis’ Own Organ 
is encroathing upon its long pre-empted 
field. 

At any rate, the Globe-Democrat has 
at least temporarily kicked out of the 
organic traces. It lectures the gold 
standard Democrats in good round terms 
for allowing the election of delegates to 
the Pertle Springs convention to go by 
default. It says: 

This may be magnificent, but it is not 
good politics. It is not reasonable courage, 
it is not ordinary fidelity to convictions. If 
they really believe that the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would be a 
Dlunder and a calamity, then they are in 

ty and honor bound to oppose a scheme 
or committing their party in their own 
State to such a policy. There is no other 
consistent or creditable course for them to 
pursue. They are challenged to put the 
matter to a square and positive test before 
the people, and it will not do for them to 
decline or ignore that challenge, if they ex- 
peot to be regarded as men of sincerity and 
pelf-respect. The fact that they exhausted 
all their resources of strategy to prevent 
the calling of the convention practically re- 
quires them to acept the result of that at- 
tempt in good faith. 

We fear that in thus baiting the gold 
standard men the Globe-Democrat is con- 
sciously cruel. It knows perfectly well 
why they have decided to make no at- 
tempt to control the Pertle Springs con- 
vention. It knows that if they had any 
hope at all of electing even a respectable 
minority of that convention, they would 
have had the date of the convention de- 
layed and made a desperate battle for 
delegates. They backed down because 
they are afraid to stand up and be 
counted. 

They know perfectly well that if they 
should be counted, their weakness would 
be disclosed. They do not want the peo- 
ple of the State or the people of the coun- 
try—and especially they do not want Mr.

These are the conditions which cannot 
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e redress of grievances without suf- 
fering prompt punishment. Peace must 
be restored at any cost. 

But when this is done and the mur- 
derous Indians are given a severe lesson 
the authorities have another duty to per- 
form, It is necessary that the whites 
who brought on the trouble be given ef- 
fective and impressive punishment. 

The whites must be taught that those 
who treat the Indians with violence and 
injustice will meet as certain and severe 
punishment as the Indians who take re- 
dress into their own hands. The outrage 
which started the present trouble was 
wholly unjustifiable. Not a word of de- 
tense can be uttered for the killing of 
Bannocks for an infraction of State law 
which was a mere misdemeanor punish- 
able by fine. or imprisonment in jail. 
Their conduct was permissible under 
their treaty. 

In such cases the Indians, by reason 
of their ignorance of law and civilization, 
should be treated with special leniency 
instead of special severity. The situation 
offers an opportunity to give a whole- 
some lesson to both the Indians and the 
whites.

Nicholas Montgomery Bell. 

Nicholas Montgomery Bell is a native 
Missourian, born in Lincola County in 
1846 of old Kentucky stock. In 1860 he came 
to St. Louis, remaining but four years in 
commercial pursuits, then going to Boise 
City, Idaho, and later to Salem, Ore. In 
1869 he returned to St. Louis, founding the 
firm of Bell & McCreery, commission mér- 
chants, In 1870 he was elected to the Twen-. 
ty-sixth General Assembly and again in 
1872. In the Tilden campaign he entered 
national politics, occupying various party 
positions. In 1885 he was made Superintend- 
ent of Foreign Mails by President Cleve- 
land, retiring with the latter’s first Admin- 
istration. When the State Legislature cre- 
ated the Excise Commissionership, Gov. 
Stone gave him that position, which he now 
holds. He wedded Miss Peper, daughter of 
Christian Peper, the tobacco manufacturer, 
in 1888.
